PRINTING HOUSES. LOSE BRAVELY 
The Banner Office Loses Nearly 
Everything It Possessed. 

TWO ALARMS AT THE AMERICAN OFFICE 


Firemen Claim That It Is Undoubtedly the 
Work of Incendiaries—Losses 
and Insufancs. 


Nashvillg, Tenn., February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Three series of fires within twenty- 
four hours, with a total loss of not less 
than $300,000, is Nashville’s record since 
just before midnight last night. At least 
one of the fires is of incendiary origin and 
probably two. The first fire was discovered 
at midnigtt in James Frankland's dry goods 
store, and after over an hours hard work 
it was thought the out. The 
Frankland store, however, had been gutted 
aud the building rutned. In the meantime 
thé flames had crept through the walls of 
the Frankland building and before it was 
suspected, flames at 2 o’clock were discover- 
ed in fhe immense hardware store of J. 
H. Fall & Co., adjoining Frankland. Con- 
siderable headway had been gained and the 
immense volume of smoke pouring out at 
each end of the building and the explosion 
of a large stock of pistol and rifle cart- 
ridges prevented the firemen from reaching 
the center of the building. 

The whole block from Union to Deader- 
ick streets seemed to be threatened and 
despite the efforts of the firemen the flames 
had soon extended to the Globe clothing 
store and other buildings were threatened. 
The firemen succeeded, however, in con- 
trolling the flames at this point. 

is morning at 12:30 o'clock fire was 
discovered on the second fidér of a three- 
story building on the corner of Union street 
and Printer’s alley, and although the flames 
were soon controlled, $6,000 had been lost. 

Tonight about 6 o'clock a fire alarm 
again called all the engines in the city ‘to 
The Banner office, where fire had been dis- 
covered on the second floor. This fire was 
undoubtedly of incendiary origin and was 
one of the most persistent ever handled 
by the department. From the second 
floor up The Banner office was gutted, the

editorial and composing rooms on the third 


and fourth floors being wholly destroyed. 
The paper lost its files from the date of 


its foundation in 1876 which, of course,

ARREST OF INCZNDIARIES 


Who Confessed How They Robbed a Store 
and Then Set It on Fire.

Waynesboro, Ga., February 12.—(Spe- 
dal.)—S. J. Odom, of the sixty-eighth 
district, paid our city a visit a few days 
since. He wears the honors of justice of 
the peace of that district, of which he was 
recently elected, and he was here to 
sworn in and receive his commission. In 
speaking of the general condition of the 
farmers of that section of the country, 
he left the impression that things were not 
so bad as they might be. He stated that 
there had been more meat killed and pack- 
ed away this winter tu his district than for 
ten years past. One transaction of his own 
showed conclusively that what we 
have often said before in these 
columns was true, namely: That 
people could raise meat to sell in this coun- 
ty if they would. He exhibited to us a bill 
for the sale of four small hogs, not quite a 
year old, averaging sixty-five pounds apiece, 
which brought $40. Ihe cost of raising 
this meat was not one-tenth the expense 
of raising a bale of cotton, not one-twentieth 
part of the trouble, just as easy to dispose 
of and almost the whole of it clear profit.

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IT CAUSES. A COMMOTION AMONG SOME 


Of Those Who Are Dyed in the Wool 
Agsinst the Use of Wine Which 
Giveth Color in the Cup. 


“Did he really drink wine?” 

This question has been passing from 
mouth to mouth for several days, not to 
those who were worldly, but always from 
one to another among those whose church 
membership was above question. 

The story to which the question referred 
grew out of the recent trip of Baptists and 
their friends to Havana. That trip was un- 
dertaken for the purpose of assisting at the 
dedication of a Baptist church in that city, 
and was headed by Governor Northen, 
among others. The excursionists were not 
all Baptists, but included in their number 
several.gentiemen who have an interest in 


the spread of the gospel, no matter unde 


what auspices. One of these gentlemen 
was Rev. A. T. Sherrill, D.D.. pastor of 
the Church of the Redeemer. Dr. Sherrill 

a man of varied travel, a most excellent 

wristian gentleman and a pastor who pos- 
sesses, to a remdi¥kible degree, the love and 
enfidence of, not his people alone, but of all 
others who have met him. 

The Story as Told. 

No sooner had the excursionists returned 
than stories began to be circulated accusing 
him of wine drinking while in Havana. To 
these who were close to Dr. Sherril] the 
stories amounted to nothing, but when they 
began to reach others. who did not know 
him they gathered strength and assumed 
proportions altogether beyond the intention 
of the tattler who was so busy as to retail 
out this scandal upon his return. 

The story as related to a Constitution re- 
porter yesterday ran as follows: 

„he morning after the arrival of the 
party in Havana, while Dr. Sherrill was at 
the table, he astonished the ladies and gen- 
tlemen seated with him hy ordering a bot- 
tle of wine. There were suppressed excla- 
mations of ‘Oh! oh!’ among the ladies, who 
were shocked that a clergyman from the 
prohibition city of Atlanta should set the 
examnie of wine drinking in a city which 
they were trying to Christianize. The doc- 
tor drank his wine alone. When the din- 
ner hour came the party, thinking that the 
slightly concealed rebuke which they had 
given the doctor in the morning would have 
its effect, were again astonished to hear Dr. 
Sherrill repeat his order for a bottle of 
wine. Regularly from that time on the 
wine bottle made its appearance by the doc- 
tor’s plate.” 

When this story was brought to Dr. Sher- 
rill's attention yesterday he lopked inquir- 
ingly over his spectacles, and said: 

What Doctor Sheprill Says. 


“Who could have stated such a silly 
story as that?” 

The truth of the matter is,” he contin- 
ued, that the coffee served was miserable, 
and I was not able to drink it. The water 
in Havana is thoroughly impure, and to 
drink i& meant fearful consequences to my- 
self. Since I could drink neither the water 
nor the coffee I had to drink something. 
Accordingly, at the breakfast table I did 
call for a bottle of light wine and put a 
couple of spoonfulls into the water, so as 
to take away its brackishness. I did not 
offer it to anz one else, not even to my 
wife, who sat By’me, I then corked up the 
bottle and told the Waiter to keep it for me. 
When the dinner hour came I discovered, 
that the waiters had drank it up, and then 
I ordered another bottle. I ate fifteen meals 
there, and drank in all only one bottle of 
wine. To any one who knows anything of 
the climate and. the sanitary conditions of 
Havana, this explanation will be perfectly 
satisfactory. Under the same circumstances 
I would order wine again. The injunction 
of St. Paul ‘to use a little wine for thy 
stomach's sake’ has not lost all its force 
The whole story is so silly that I would not 
consent to notice it were it not that exag- 
Ferations are, as I am informed, being cir- 
culated among those who do not know me.”

. “The fool hath said in his heart there 
is no God,“ and, in the text the unbelieving 
heart is called an evil.“ heart. every in- 
stance the denial of God is the dictate 1 
bad heart—a heart that loves evil and t 
— against any restraint upon its unhoiy 
passion. 


The object of the present discussion is not |’ 


to show either the unreasonableness or the 
wickedness of atheism and agnosticism, but 
to demonstrate the evil effects of these forms 
of unbelief upon the character, conduct, hap- 
piness and destiny of the individual man, 
~ = apg upon the social progress of the 
and agnosticism are practically 
same. The atheist or the agnostic cuts 
himself off from God, and thereby deprives 
his intellect of the great source of inspiration 
and the highest realm of activity and devel- 
opment. Our intellects, in solving the prob- 
lems of the universe, carry us back to the 
great comprehensive and creative intellect of 
he living God. There the mind of the be- 
liever pauses to contemplate the wisdom, 
goodness, majesty and giory of that infinite 
personality who stands behind all phenomena 
and all law, and who is the author of every 
problem in the book of nature. 

Robert Ingersoll is endowed with an ex- 
ceptionally fertile fancy. He weaves into his 
speeches and writings many verses that are 
poetical and highly pleasing, but his gross 
materialism has so dwarfed his imagination 
that he is incapable of any lofty flight. In 
all that he ever said or e, there is not 
one sentence that approximates Miltonic or 
Websterian grandeur. He is a rhetorician, 
but not ah orator. He can please you with his 
beautiful frost work, but can never lift you 
to empyrean heights of thought and feel ng. 
He can entertain and amuse you with his 
rhetorical cleverness, but can never touch the 
deepest sources of your being and move you 
to heroic and god-iike action. Knowing no 

od, no moral government, no eternal dis- 
tinctions between right and wrong, recogniz- 
ing man — as an animal, whose existence 
will terminate at the grave, destitute of any 
deep convictions of truth and duty, he is cut 
off from all the grandest — i ty of inspira- 
tion and is, therefore, incapable of real elo- 
quence. = 

Atheism and agnosticism weaken — mis- 
lead the conscience. No one doubts that faith 
in God strengthens,-hallows and enforces the 
‘authority of conscience. No one will deny 
that the power of conscience over a man’s 
life rises and falls with his sensibility to

Let is was far from being a monotone of 
sport, for there was a change of programme 
in that wondrous Colosseum. nder a 
strange and powerful machinery, beyond 
anything of modern invention, the floor of 
the arena would begin to rock and roll and 


lake of bright water and on its banks trees 
would spring up rustling with foliage, and 
tigers appeared among the jungles, and armed 
men would come forth, and there would be 
a tiger hunt.

One day while in the 
Colosseum, a Roman victory was being cel- 
ebrated and one hundred thousand enrap- 
tured spectators were looking down upon 
two gladiators in the arena stabbing and 
slicing each other to death an Asiatic monk 
by the name of Telemachus was so overcome 
by the cruelty that he leaped from the gal- 
lery into the arena and ran in between the 
two. swordsmen and pushed first one back 
and then the other back and broke up the 
contest. Of course, the audience was af- 
fronted at having their sport stopped and 
they hurled stones at the head of Telem- 
achus until he fell dead in the arena. But 
when the day was passed and the passions 
of the people had cooled off, they deplored 
the martyrdom of the brave and Christian 
Telemachus, and as a result of the over- 
done cruelty, the human sacrifices of the 
Colosseum were forever abolished. 

What a good thing, say you, that such 
cruelties have ceased. My friends, the 
same spirit of ruinous amusements and 
of moral sacrifice is abroad in the world 
today, although it takes other shapes.

The four 
test structures ever built are in ruins. 
he Parthenon in The temple 
of Diana in ruins. The temple of Jeru- 
salem in ruins. ihe Colosseum in ruins. 
Indeed the carth itself will yet be a pile 
of ruins, the mouutains in ruins, the seas 
in ruins, the cities in ruins, the hemis- 
pheres in ruins. Yea, further than that, 
all up and down the heavens are worlds 
burned up, worlds wrecked, worlds ex- 
tinct, worlds abandoned. Worlds on worlds 
in ruins! But I am glad to say it is the 
same old heaven, and in all that world there 
is not one ruin and never will be a ruin. 
Not one of the pearly gates will ever be- 
come unhinged. Not one of the amethystine 
towers will ever fall. Not one of the man- 
sions will ever decay. Not one of the char- 
iots will ever be unwheeled.

and some of them frowned and they seemed 
to have wings, and some of the wings were 
moongilt and the others thunder-charged, 
and the voices of those clouds overpowered 
the echoes beneath.

It is true that the theories of the gold 
worshipers have placed the treasuf in a 
more delicate position than that ofthe as- 
sociated banks, but the business methods 
that will fit the one will fit the other. 


How does tha Bank of France prevent 


a drain of gold fur foreign shipment? It 
is the simplest matter in the world. The 
bank charges a commission on the gold 
paid out for that purpose, and increases 
the commission until the shipments fall 
below the profit point. Why is it not 
possible for the subtreasury at New York 
to pursue a similar course? The goldol- 
ators will say that this would at once 
carry gold to a premium; but why does 
it fail to bring about that result in France? 
For the simple reason that a commission 
on gold for export is not a premium on 
gold in the trne sense or in any other 
sense. ee. ae ü 
But there is one fact to which we de- 
sire to call the attention of the goldols- 
tors—namely, that if three firms in New 
York city have caused all this worry by 
“a seandalous abuse of their rights and 
privileges,” the repeal of the so-called 
Sherman act would not stand in their 
way. The New York banks are coming 
to the relief of the treasury, but how long 
will the relief last? Will it prove to be 
adequate? What the three foreign firms 
have been doing they will continue to 
do. How long will it be before the gold 
put up by the banks will be on its way 
across the water? ! 


A Lively Scheme. 

A republican administration can hardly 
turn without breeding scandal. There has 
been some talk in Washington that the 
secretary of the treasury had determined 


to issue 4 per cent bonds in order to re- 


plenish the government’s stock of gold. 
This announcement had its twin 
rumor to the effect that Mr. Fos- 
ter had made arrangements to 
issue $50,000,000 of these bonds 
to a preferred syndicate at their face 
value. 

It was such @ pretty and plausible 
scheme that Mr. Bynum introduced a 
resolution of inquiry. These bonds com- 
mand a premium of 14 per cent in the 
market, and by issuing them to a syndi- 
cate of his friends, Mr. Foster would 
enable them to make a profit of §$7,- 
000,000 as easy as picking it up in the 
road. 

The secretary denies the rumor, and 
the scheme may be said to be off, but 
the whole matter shows how closely and 
familiarly scandal <lings to the skirts of 
a republican administration. . 

A Good Idea. 

A meeting composed of men represent- 
ing the interests of the country at large 
was held in Fort Valley recently. The 
result of that meeting is an association 
pledged to support by its influence such 
enterprises, or work, as its members may 
be engaged in. And not only that, for 
the association will foster all local enter- 
prises, thereby assisting in the growth 
and welfare of communities within the 
bounds of the county. 

That meeting was happily conceived, 

and we predict that its results will be 
far-reaching. Unfortunately for Georgia, 
there are too many towns and counties 
divided against themselves. What is 
most needed in the work of state devel- 
opnrent is local co-operation and unity of 
action; but as stated, it is sadly lacking 
in some sections. 
The example of this Fort Valley meeting, 
and the association which resulted from 
it is worthy of emulation. It would be a 
good thing for every town in Georgia to 
call such a meeting and thus organize 
its local forces more perfectly for the 
work of the year. It would heal up the 
breaches and do away with local divis- 
ions that so greatly retard progress. We 
ought to stand shoulder to shoulder and 
make this year a glorious one in Georgia’s 
history. 

The Fort Valley idea is a good one and 
should be adopted generally. 


It Grows in Favor. 

The proposed southern immigration 
convention is meeting with favorable com- 
ment from the press north and south. 
The suggestion, casually made, has been 
most favorably received, and ‘now the 
people of the north and west have ex- 
pressed a desire to join hands with us 
and take part in our deliberations. 

Such a meeting, composed of dele- 
gates from every state in the union, would 
be a great affair, and this second sugges- 
tion is also gaining public approval. Thus 
it will be seen that our convention idea 
is taking hold of the country, and wheth- 
er it be a southern or a general affair, we 
are sure that it will be productive of 
good results. 

It is also suggested that prior to this 
congress of states the people of Georgia 
meet in convention which shall be trib- 
utary to the greater one. Our contempo- 
rary, The Macon Telegraph, says: 

The Telegraph suggests that a state immigra- 
tion convention be held, and that every sec- 
tion, town and city in Georgia be there rep- 
resented, the delegates going prepared with full 
information as to their resources. for: 
mation gathered in this way would be of the 
greatest assistance to those delegates who may 
represent Georgia at the general convention, 
and interest in this important question of im- 
migration would be aroused throughout the 
length and breadth of the state.

This is 
the utilitarian reason, aud is, of itself, con- 
vincing. but it must not be forgotten that the 
Spanish language introduces its possessor to 
a most delightful literature, one which will 
give as much mental gratification as it will 
business or political advantage.

Right Rev. Bishop Becker Preaches at the 
Church of the Immaculate 
tion—Lent in the P. B. Church. 


Next Wednesday is the day set aside

The subject was referred to in the Church 


| of the Immaculate Conception by Bishop 


Becker, who spoke of it as “The Great 
Eclipse of the Lenten Season.” 
In the course of his sermon the bishop 


“Some people imagine that because they 
have happiness and prosperity here in this 
world they will inherit the kingdom of 
heaven; but the church does not tell us 
so. The apostles even could not conceive 
how or why Christ should be so maltreated, 
nor could they understand the nature of 
his sufferings. 

The blind man, who had been attacked 
and left bleeding and bruised, was like the 
human race, sitting by the wayside begging. 
We are all beggars, and Jesus came by, 
found us going in the direction and was our 
Good Samaritan. You will never get to 
heaven unless you exhibit more earnest- 
ness in the salvation of your soul than in 
your business. We are beggars begging 
from beggars. Take for example the poli- 
tician. He buys votes and sells votes, and 
it is almost impossible to be a politician 
and be honest. ‘ 

“There is, in these days, nothing more 
common than unbelief. Even the very ex- 
istence of God has been called into ques- 
tion; and it would be better for such peo- 
ple if there was no God. The newspapers 
discusa important questions in theology 
profoundly and, of course, accurately; but 
they are as blind as bats. Thus we see 
how the blind lead the blind and both, all, 
fall into the ditch by the wayside.” 

Bishop Becker has issued the following 
laws for the observance of Lent: 

Ash Wednesday, the first day of Lent, falls 
on the 15th of February. 

1. All the faithful who nave completed 
their twenty-first year are, unless legitimately 
dispensed, bound to dbservé the fast of Lent. 

2. They ase to mmke only one meal a gay, 
excepting Sundays. 

3. The meal allowed on fast days is not to 
be taken until about noon. 

4. Flesh meat and fish are not to be used at 
the same meal during Lent. 

5. A small refrestiment, commonly called 
coliation, is allowed in the evening, not to 
exceed the fourth part of an ordinary meal. 

6. At the collation it is permitted to use 
bread, all kinds of fruits, salads and Vefeta- 
bles. The use of butter, cheese, milk and 
eggs is also tolerated by virtue of long estav- 
lished custom. 

7. General usage has made it lawful to take 
in the morning some warm liquid, as tea, 
coffee or thin chocolate made with water, and 


a mouthful of bread. 
S. Necessity and custom have authorized the

HON. w G. GLENN'S LECTURE LAST WEEK

It Was the Outeome of a Discussion Be- 
tween Judge Bleckley and Him. 
Amateur Musicians Discovered. 


This lecture of Colonel Glenn's was the 
outcome of an accidental meeting between 
Judge Bleckley, Judge Richard Clark and 
Colone? Glenn. weet. 

Judge Bleckley, in whom it is not at all 
surprising to see a critic of higher music 


since de is a poet of no mean ability, ar- 


gued that the mission of music and the 
very portrayal of it did not go beyond the 
emotional. On the other hand Colonel 
Glenn held that the limit of expression in 
music was not confined to the mere quality 
of motion, but extended even to the de- 
scriptive. Both gentlemen grew warm in 
the upholding of the different grounds they 
bad taken and Judge Clark was appealed to 
for hia opinion. Judge Clark was very 
conservative, however, and suggested that 
each gentleman elaborate upon his ideas 
and“submit them as lectures, which would 
undoubtedly prove of ifterest. 

Colonel Gleny acted upon this suggestion 
and his lecture on “The Basis and Limit 
of Expression in Music” revealed a compe- 
tent critic and a thorough interpreter of 
musical combinations,

The 
ground is well loosened up by the hard 
and long freeze but no plowing at all yet. 

Gwinett—iurly bun wheat and oats are 
safe. Stock has been well cared for and is 
looking fairly wel}. 

Lincoln—No rain but two light snows and 
one very heavy one. The latter was the 
heaviest snow here for fifty years. The 

oat crop is not killed but is injured to some 
extent. 

Rabun—Small grain is doing finely so far 
and promises to be a good crop. Not much 
plowing done. 

ite—Two snows, one three inches in 
depth and the other averaging fourteen 
inches, came uearly together. The snow in 
the gaps of the Blue Ridge was from four 
to six feet deep. Rye and wheat sowed 
late are much damaged by hard freezes. 

Wilkes—We have had much cloudy 
weather and but little rain; nine inches of 
snow on the 18th and 19th. Merchants are 
not selling any corn and very little meat. 
A few peopie have hogs to kill yet. Oats 
and wheat are damaged somewhat. 

Western tection. 

Coweta—Injury to oats cannot be. de- 
termined until ws have some days of sun- 
shine—it is probably not serious. Little 
farm. work done. Stock is generally in 
average condition. 

Fayette—Land is too wet for plowing.

SIXTY-FIVE THOUSAND THE ent. 


Something of Interest About the Old Law 
Grants—The Pensions to Soldiers of 
the Indian War. 


The last session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture, which was the first of the fifty-day 
sessions, cost the state $65,567.99. 

The session was really not a fifty-day ses- 
sion, one day having been lost by the leg- 
islators by reason of the fact that the last 
day came on Sunday and it would have 
required a holding over until Monday for 
the legislators to have made up the full 
fifty-day limit. 

The cost, therefore, is for only forty-nine 
days. The big bill was audited by the 
comptroller general Saturday and was plac- 
ed on record in the office of the treasurer. 
It is thus shown that the cost of making 
laws in the state of Georgia is no incon- 
siderable thing even with the recently in- 
augurated decrease in the number of days 
for the session to last. 

The bill as audited, giving the details of 
the expenses of the legislature was as fol- 
lows:

re Old Land Grants. 


It is already very well known that Con- 
gressman Charley Aſoses succeeded last ses- 
sion of congress in getting a bill tarough 
providing for the payment of pensions to 
the wen who fougut in the Indian wars. 
This was especially calculated to bring a 
good deal of money to the old men of the 
south and west, since they were for the 
most part the men who took part in those 
wars. 

Since the passage of that law, the secre- 
tary of state, General Phil Cook, has had 
hundreds of applications from old men all 
over the state, and many who do not now 
live in the state for evidence of their having 
fought in the war. The only records left 
in many of these cases are thie titles to the 
land grants which the government gave to 
the veterans of those wars some time ago. 

They were not given pensions but were 
allowed land grants. he titles to these 
grants are taken by the pension depart- 
ment as the evidence necessary for the 
procuring of the pensions according to the 
recent law. 

Now, here comes in a great difficulty. 
It is hard to find any record of these old 
grants. General Cook has no complete re- 
cord of them, even in the office of secretary 
of state. He is in receipt of a letter from a 
gentleman away out in Mississippi, how- 
ever, who says he was an attorney who 
made a business in those days to get up 
a complete record of all the Georgia grants 
and can furinish them now. He says that

There are many old men in the state 
of Georgia today who are entitled to draw 
this pension if they could only make good 
their titles. 

Three Thousand Widows Paid. 

About three thousand widows have been 

paid pensions by the state treasurer up to 
date and still the good work goes on from 
day to day. 

The pension office that Captain Tip Har- 
rison has recently opened in the statehouse 
is quite a popular place. . There are always 
crowds of the widows in the office who come 
to get their money. They are engaging the 
men in every department as well, for the 
statehouse officers have each been made 
agents for several hundred of the widows. 

Comptroller General Wright bas had 
about two thousand to get money for and 
stil] they come. Each of the widows gets 
$60 and the state will be put out of pocket 
several hundred thousand dollars before the 
bills are all paid, there being about 4,000 of 
the widows in the state for whom this 
money is waiting. 

The Soldiers Come Next. 


The veterans who fought for the cause of 
Dixie will come in for their pensions next 
month. The men in the pension depart- 
ment are already busy with the work of 
fixing up the list of the soldiers who are 
to get pensions. They will get them ac- 
cording to the extent of their injuries. 
Their pensions pice not fall due until the 
middle of March
